SAOSUVKMTO, January 8.—The assem- 


bly Republican' caucus this morning 
practically voted down the plan for a 
gubernatorial contest. 
Timothy Guy 


Phelpi introduced a concurrent resolu- 
tion, but without voting .directly on the 
resolution, the caucus adjourned by vote 
of 43 to 9, which represented the caucus 
attitude on the resolution. 


In the senate, however, after installa- 


tion of the caucus nominees, Seawell 
moved that the senate meet at 2 p.m. in 
joint convention with the assembly to 
open and publish the election returns. 
Voorhies moved to lay on the table, 
which waa carried by a vote of 22 to 17. 
This caused Democratic uneasiness. 


In the assembly Bledsoe offered a 


resolution providing for a special com- 
mittee to recommend the discontinuance 
of Btate commissions and a reduction of 
salaries in public institutions, where 
practicable. 


The assembly held another caucus in 


the afternoon and opposition to Phelps1 
resolution was more violent than ever. 
A resolution that the senate and assem- 
bly should meet in joint session tomor- 
row and canvapH the vote for governor 
was introduced by the opponents of the 
contest resolution, but it was voted 
down. 


Powers, chairman of the San Fran- 


cisco delegation, counseled that the cau- 
cus should await some action by the 
Republicans In the senate. This plan 


. 
was finally adopted and a committee 
consisting of Powers,Phelns aud Thomas 
was appointed to confer with the sen- 
ate caucus and urge the Republican sen- 
ators to enter a joint caucus to be held 
tomorrow for the purpose of taking final 
action on the gubernatorial question. 


SACBAJIKNTO, January 8,—Tue Repub- 


lican senators were in caucus tonight for 
two hours. 
The - sub committee ap- 


pointed by the state central committee 
to inaugurate the contest appeared be- 
fore the caucus and explained the plan 
to oust Budd. Members of the caucus 
were pledged to secrecy, but it soon be- 
came known that the senators had re- 
jected the plan of the assemDlymen lor 
a joint caucus tomorrow. Tbe senators 
said that; tomorrow thev would have to 
listen to Governor Markham'« message, 
but that they would consider a caucus 
for Thursday. 


It is not bno.wn what action waa actu- 


ally taken, but the Budd men are feel- 
ing easier tonight, and claim that the 
Contest* has been abandoned. Gavin 
McNabb, a close,.friend of Budd's, said 
he had been informed by Timothy Guy 
Phelpa 'that -the plan of contest had 
been aoandoned, and that Bndd would 
probably he inaugurated Friday. Mc- 
Nab also declared that, the Republicans 
had agreed to permit trie'.vote for Gov- 
ernor and Lieutenant Governor tn be 
canvassed and published at the joint 
session to be held Thursday afternoon. 
Notwithstanding these assertions. Boss 
and Taylor of the contest committee de- 
clare their fight has not been lost. 


The senatorial contest between the

Of the euperintendent of state print 


ing he saya: "This office is now au 
elective one. I doubted the wisdom o 
making it such; but aa no coudtituUooa! 
reasons existed for a veto, i gave my 
assent to the-bill.

"Your attention is called to the urgent 


necessity of establishing some form of 
procedure regulating and controlling 
primary elections. The danger to our 
government lies in the loose and very 
often profligate manner in which these 
elections are conducted, regardless of 
the rights of communities, imperiling 
their safety, and entirely under the con- 
trol of the worat elements of society. 
Like stringent laws, which protect the 
voter at a regular election, should shield 
him at theeft primaries." 


Of the prison parole law he says: 


"This la.w has been in operation for a 
year and seema to answer its purpose. 
At the time of ita passage much opposi- 
tion was manifested to iti enactment. 
Since testing it, many of the objections 
have been withdrawn, and, under the 
stringent rules adopted by the board of 
irison directors, it promises to result 
leneficially to all concerned. It certainly 
actfl aa a great incentive to the prisoner, 
and aids in a better maintaining of 
prison diicipHne."

Democratic legislation will amount to 
$150,000,000 per annum. This will be 
nearly, U not quite as disastrous aa tlie 
uncertainty which hung like a mill- 
atone about the neck of industry during 
last year. 


It ia no use attempting to conceal the 


fact that the brighter prospects of a few 
months ago are being rapidly diaaipated 
by the unfavorable results of legislation 
and the growing distrust ot that which 
is now pending. Feeble and misdi- 
rected attempt* at financial legislation 
will have in some respects the same 
effect that was experienced from threat- 
ened and long delayed action on the tar- 
iff. Capital will be kept in retirement 
very largely, and reviving industry will 
be retarded. 


This is the present outlook, and it can 


only be changed by an unexpected ex- 
hibition of statesmanship on the part of 
the administration.

Dan Burns, late boas of the Sau Fran- 


HBCO machine and dictator extraordi- 
nary of the Republican atate conven-

The

ingly illustrated. In the hour of his 
triumphs men who are his superiors in 
every respect submit to hin dictation, 
bnt when, disaster coiaes the meaneat 
dependents upon Ma bounty desert him 
aa rats leave a ainkiug ship. Dan Burns' 
career in politica has come to an end. 
His influence in the lettialature is prac- 
tically nil; he has not even been able to 
hold his place on the Republican com- 
mittee in San JFranciaco, so stroDg is the 
revolt in the party against hia assump- 
tion of dhtatorial authority. His rite 


justice, unlesa the whole system of sta e

Clearly it would be the people, to whose 
Aoalderfl the load would have been 
shifted. 


To THK REPUBMCAN it seems that thia 


objection to tbe proposed bill, if there 
were no other, is insuperable. Tbe peo- 
ple demand and have a right to expect 
a Bound currency, »ud they are offered 
one for which even its direct benefi- 
ciaries refuse to become responsible. It 
would be hard to imagine a more flag- 
rant disregard of the welfare of the peo- 
ple than this would be. The Cleveland 
administration has frequently enough 
proved that it operate! in the interest 
of the capitalists, but thia bill sets the 
seal on ita betrayal of trust, as it would 
condemn the congress that might adopt 
it. 


taxation is unjust. The reason tbat 
San Francisco paye more achool tax 
than ia apportioned back to her is not 
necessarily because she has fewer chil- 
dren relatively than other portions of 
the state, hut because she baa more 
property in proportion to the number of 
children than the balance of the state. 
Her school taxes are paid upon the as- 
sessed value of her property, and the 
money is apportioned for achool pur- 
poses according to the number of chil- 
dren. And that ia all the mystery there 
ia about it. 


Evidently San Francisco-is not, how- 


ever, the only locality which is embar-

San Francisco taxpayers in the mieery 
of other wealthy property owners who 
are compelled to contribute according **» 
their possessions to the support of the 
pub n: schools of M e state. And that is 
about all the consolation their leas 
wealthy neighbors of the interior can 
offer them.

This paper is a small 
believer in the pses-your-criminala-cn 
theory, bnt it thoroughly understood 
that the situation in the capitol city de- 
manded drastic treatment, or, in brief, 
it waa a condition and not a theory that 
confronted the citizens; so we have felt 
no disposition to condemn. If reference 
WM made to "Sacramento toni?hs(" it 


as a political "manager" waa rapid, but 
It was not to be compared to hia down- 
fall in respect to suddenness.

decide. The independence of tho voter 
will make it impossible.

boas will simply invite defeat at the \ 
hands of the voters, and necesuity will 
compel political parties to relegate the 
Bnrnsea and the Buckleys and their 
lesser imitatora to their legctimate ephere 
of activity. They can take their proper 
part with the real of their fellow citizens 
in ahaping the affaira of politica, but the 
occupation of the boss will in the future 
become KO hazardous andtheresoK of 
boaaiam so disastrous to parties that few 
will attempt to engage in it. 


Thia may seem an optimistic view, 


but we believe that it is justified by pub- 
lic sentiment aud the trend of events. 
We believe that tbe practical extinction 
of tbe boss in American politica is near 


In Wichita, KAB., some time a£0 a 


mau named 1'atton was murdered by 
aaother 
named MaclJonald. There- 


after MacDonald waa arrested and tried 
on a charge of murder. It was proved 
conclusively that he Uid the deed delib- 
erately, but uo motive waa shown. 
Thereupon MaeDonaid'a lawyers in- 
troduced evidence tbat the crime waa 
committed by their client at a time 
when ho was under the hypnotic influ- 
ence of a man named Gray, who was 
proved to have entertained a violent 
enmity against Patton. Aa a conse- 
quence of these tactics, MacDonald waa 
acquitted, and Gray waa afterwards ar- 
rested, tried and found guilty ol the 
murder. 


The case aud ita outcome are aog- 


geative of posBBbilitiea which will not 
ba pleasurably contemplated by any 
claea of citizens, except it be composed 
of criminals or criminal lawyers. If tbe 
deliberate slayer of a human being may 
escape the penalty of hia deed by a 
claim that he was hypnotized by a cer- 
tain person when he committed it, it ia 
but a atep to escaping on the theory that 
he waa hypnotized by an uncertain per- 
son, for it would not be just to presume 
that every individual must know his 
hypnotizer. 


Moreover, if a citizen may be found 


guilty of a crime becaneehe is believed to 
aave hypnotized tbecommitter of adeed 
o£ guilt, who may be considered aafe 
Erom such a misfortune? In the very 
nature of the ca=e, absolute'proof of the 
exercise of such a power will be nearly 
or quite impossible of attainment, and 
U follows tbat suspicion may be cast 
upon almost anybody. The writer, for 
instance, haa no hypnotic power to hia 
knowledge, but were he charged with 
the exercise of such power it would 
probably puzzle him eorely to disprove 
the charge. 


The punishment of a person for the 


alleged exercise of hypnotic influence 
inevitably suggests to the atudent of hia- 
tory the developments of the timo of 
witchcraft, when men, women ind chil- 
dren were cruelly killed because they 
were charged hy somebody—it might 
have been an enemy—with that pre- 
sumed offense against God and man.

All things worked according to 
cue program, and all day yesterday 
work was going on; but it consisted for 
the most part in running linea, and de- 
ciding locations. . 
'What the future program will be is a 
matter of considerable interest, and of 
no imall amount of speculation. It 
was talked of very generally bv the peo- 
ple of thia city yesterday. Those who 
are posted in the law governing titles, 
ind who are acquainted with the condi- 
tion of the Terry block's title, are 
unanimous, or nearly BO, in the opinion 
I hat the Board of Education ia building 
the Etruulute on land which does not 
belong to the city,and which may never 
become the property of the city. There 
are many chances for complications, 
and lor this reason there ia strong op- 
position to the courgo being pursued by 
the board. 
A prominent business man and, large 


property owner in this city summed up 
the situation yesterday as follows:

within the next twenty-four 
hours 


there will be an injunction served, or 
eome other effective remedy undertaken 
in court to prevent those tnree members 
of the board of education from proceed- 
ing in the erection of the building on 
and which has a clouded title.

trade involved in the support of .the 
children out of the monthly grant of 
17 iiO for each orphan out ol the county 
funds. This money would go out of the 
county each month, absolutely without 
return, and tbe children wpnld lose 
their homo ties and interest in Fresno 
county. It waa also a matter of fact 
that the supervisors knew nothing of 
the internal workings and administra- 
tion of the home at Vallejo, and were 
unprovided with essential facts and fig- 
ures in regard to the economical and 
practical construction of a building suit- 
able ior the reception oi the orphans, 
if it should he decided to keep them 


It conveys no reflection on those in 


charge of the children at the present 
time, to say that the supervisors hove 
for a long time recognized that there is 
much room for improvement in tho con- 
dition of the county orphanage. Tim 
building itself is felt to be absolutely 
unfit for the purpose to which it is de- 
voted. 
The house was built as a home for 


two or three adults, or a couple with a 
small family oi t..o or three children, so 
that there ia not a room in the house in 
which the twenty-four children can be 
assembled without crowding of an in- 
convenient and dangerous kind, for 
there ia no provision for ventilation. 
There is no coversd place where the 
children can plav, and iu wet weather 
like the present the little ones are neces- 
sarily penned up within the house. 
Mor. over, while fourteen of the chil- 
dren attend the primary schools, there 
is no kindergarten for the elementary 
education oi tbe younger ones. It is 
also felt that, though Mrs. Donleavy 
has the assistance of a white svoman to 
help1 with the housework, and a white 
man to do the cooking, the children 
cannot be placed under that constant 
supervision and control which are desira- 
ble in the case of those who must make 
their start in life with no parents or 
guardians to care for them, at tbe most 
critical period of life. In all regular 
orphanages the boys ot 10 years old 
and upward are taught the rudiments of 
a trade, and the sirla are thoroughly in- 
structed in cooking and needlework. 
These things are impossible as the or- 
phanage ia now organized, and 
the

Not that 1 >hink wecouM 
not get aa much assistance from San 
Francisco as Lot Angeles, but we want 
to strike lor the nearest point that will 
reach a couipeiinj; line across tho con- 
tinent, and thai ia tbe Sanu Fe. 


If we could show the merchants ol 


S*u Francisco that they could by build- 
ing a competing road get all the products 
of this county, I think they would build 
it; but they kno* they cannot get 
them, and never can so long as we wise 
the same kind of products we r.re culti- 
vating today. Like the hi ney bee, our 
raisins, dried and green fruit can will 
strike for the nearest point of delivery 
as soon aa loaded. The thousands of 
cars we ship out anuually, perhaps more 
than four-fifths of them go east. ' 


The best market we have for hogs is 


Los Angeles, and tlieseare beingshipned 
by thousands from this section to that 
city this season. 


The proposition to instruct our repre- 


sentatives to vote for a repeal oi the 
statute prohibiting counties from bond, 
ing themselves to assist corporations; 
may not be a good move, aa many of ue 
old settlers can remember how cities 
and counties nearly bankrupted them- 
semes helping private .railroad compa- 
nies. I think such legislation might be 
had which gives counties the right to 
build railroads and cuard them in such a 
way that they will always belong to the 
people. If we h»d a road starting at 
Stockton or Antioch we would have tide 
water on the north, and to run it south 
through the 
different counties and 


through the valley twenty miles south 
ol Bakersfleld, it would not cost over 
$8000 a mile. Steel rails are cheaper 
than was ever known before, and labor 
ia abundant and cheap. Fresno's pro- 
portion would not lie over J240.000. I 
think it would bo beuer lor counties to 
own the road than to givo it to a' private 
company thut will pool issues and then 
have two hungry mouths too leed in- 
stead ol one.

Tho recommendation of the grand 


jury that an orphanage and home for 
aged indigents bo built on the county 
land neur tbe present county hospital ia 
subject to the objection that the chil- 
dren would be prevented attending the 
primary achoola by reason of the distance 
from town. It baa also been pointed 
out that it may not be wise to bring 
about a close association of the children 
with, these many aged unfortunates, 
wbo.ofteu through no fault of their own, 
havo failed hi the struggle for bread. 


The supervisors have, however, pro- 


vided themselves with a number of re- 
ports of thriving and well conducted or- 
phanages, lai^e and small, and will 
now be able to enter on a full consider- 
ation of the subject iu much better 
shape than when the question w»» 
broueht np in November. 


The state contributes a sum of $100 


per annum towards the support oE each 
orphan and $75 per annum [or each half 
orphan in all iustitutiona which comply 
wiih the conditions of management, 
etc., specified by .the statute. It has 
been learned that w hen the. number of 
children in an orphanage reaches 100 it 
needs a 
complete • organization and 


equipment, educational and oilier wise, 
and that no increase of thia staff is re- 
quired when the number rises to 200. 
It haa therefore been sugKested that if 
the valley counties would contribute a 
pro rata, such an institution could be 
provided as would be a credit to tho 
county and the state, while keeping the 
children in their own section of the 
country and distributing tbe expendi- 
tures at home. .

IMMENSE WATER POWER. 


It Might be Converted Into Elec- 


trical Force. 


Tbe- construction of water wheels on 


the- San Joaqu'm river and conveying 
the developed power by means of elec- 
tricity to Freano todrive machinery, has 
been several time* mentioned.

The visit had evidently been an- 
ticipated, for the place wa« in a dead- 
edlv cleaner and better sanitary condi- 
tion than when inspected and con- 
demned hv tho county medical officer 
on Saturday last. The older children 
were not on exhibition, but the tiny 
tots about a dozen in number, were 
. lined up in the nursery when the board 


entered, and Mrs. Donleavy -with an in- 
fant in her arms was singing. a eong. 
"Here's our happy family," was her 
greetinsr to Chairman Wickeraham, as 
the supervisors removed their hats and 
took ia the surroundings.

of it. This is precisely the evil which 
is desired to be avoided. The idea of a 
baby farm supported by county funds 
is repellent in itself, and one of the 
strongest arguments that the committee 
of ladies can present ia that the matron 
shall have no inducements to seek a 
profit. If the orphanage is to be con- 
ducted on the same lines on 'which it is 
now run, under the guise of a charity, 
but with the administration of the funds 
in exclusive control of the matron, it is 
simply substituting one evil for another.

It bas bean the custom to apportioa 


the city's share of the school money, 
both as salary for teachers and for sup- 
plies and transfer this money in hulk t* 
Uie city treasury. anoVlet it be dis- 
tributed and paid out frdm there by tb» 
eitv school board and the city treasurer. 
To" state the case concisely, the city 
schools will get their portion of money 
the same as tho other schools of the 
county. 
This law is not a special one applica- 


ble only to Fresno aud its schools, but 
holds good all over the state. The effect 
of it will he noticeable in this city at 
this time from the fact that Fresno ut 
handling large sums of money in build- 
ing the high school structure, and in 
other important changes.

The providing of additional accommo- 


dations at tho Fresno free library baa 
kept the force of carpenters and fur- 
niahera very busy tor the past two days, 
during which the library baa been 
closed to the public. All the book 
flbelvea have been removed to an ad- 
iainineTOOm, and the entire space of 
the old room is now available for read- 
ing. There will be enough tables to ac- 
commodate at least thrice the nnmber 
previously provided for. The library 
will probably he opened tomorrow. 
Mra.Latimer, tbe librarian, who haa 
been con6ned to her room for eome days 
by an attack of nervous prostration, was 
better yesterday and will resume her 
duties when tbe library opens. 


The moat novel experience which tb» 
unty supervisors have enjoyetl for 
me time has just fallen to tbeir lot in • 
e shape of the revelation of a coyote- 
alp trust. 
In tbe course of yesterday morning's 
nsinese there happened in .a ahrewd 
coking strauRer with a long bill. It 
as for ninety-five coyote scalps at |5 * 
alp, or $475 in all. As tlie board had 
ad seventy-six ccalps brought in by an- 
ker individual the day before, with a 
aim for $380 there was a disposition to 
uestion the stranger closely ere'tbe 
[ins were received and signed for. 
Tbe stranger pave hie nameaaJ. B. 
aimer, but liis residence was a puzzl* 
ven to himself. The residence feature, 
owever, assumes no importance, in- 
ew of tbe fact tbat the present taw on 
ie subject of coyote scalp bounties it 


mandatory and leaves tbe county very 


ttle discretion except to obtain an affi- 
avit and satisfactory proof tbat the 
calpa are coyote scalps anil take.n wi.Jh.in 
ie county. 
The law on the subject la contained m 
he act approved March 31,1891, which 
rovides as follows: 
- 
"Beqtion 1. Any person, who shall km 
ud destroy any coyote or coyotes in, 
ny county in this state attcr the pasa- 
ge of this act shall be paid a bounty ol 
5 out of tho general fund in the. state 
reasury for each coyote BO destroyed. 
"Sec. 2. Any pen-on who may kill 


,nd destroy a coyote ns provided in, the 
aat section may go before any. person-, 
authorized to administer oatha and pre- 
ent the scalp containing tbe ears and 
IOE6 of the coyote destroyed to Bnch 
ifficer and make and subscribe to an 
affidavit showing the tiine aud place . 
hat such animal was killed, which ecalp- 
aud affidavit may be deposited with the 
;lerk of tho board of supervisors of the 
connty in which such coyote was killed. 


"Sec. 3. The board of supervisors of 


each county of tbe state shall quarterly 
determine the number of scalps de- 
posited with the clerk of such board dnr- 
ng tbe preceding quarterand by whom, 
and shall pive to each person who may 
lave deposited scalps u certificate certi- 
ied by IM clerk, showing the number of 
scalps" deposited by such person and the 
sum due him at the rate of 45 for each 
scalp. Such certificate may be pre- 
sented to the controller of slate, who 
may draw bis warrant on the general 
[und in the state treasury for the sum 
named therein in favor of the person en- 
titled thereto. 
"Sec. 4. When the certificate named 


in the last section is directed to be 
drawn the board of supervisors shall, at 
the same time, cause the scalp to Lw de- 
stroyed by fire. 
"Sec. 5. No bounty shall be paid for 


any fccalp unless presented within threw 
months after tiie coyote is killed." 


Mr. Palmer's place of residence thus 
becomes an immaterial question since 
tbe law does not require the slayer of 
the coyote to be a resident of the coun- 
ty, but merely tbat tbe animal shall 
have been slain within the county 
limits. 
Just here, however, the applicant 


found himself geographically in a tight 
place. Ho said he hail been herding 
cattle at Summit Lake, but thia being a 
Mexican graiit, it is believed no cattle 
are herded there. Mr, Palmer admitted 
that his residence in the county had 
been very brief, and that he badbatn 
living in Tulare county. .As he watt 
willing to make T;he necessary affidavit 
and had brought the scalps/'along, the 
supervisors could only direct tbe clerk 
to certify for their receipt, as it ifl the 
state aud not the county that pays the 
money. In nine cases ont of ten coyote 
scalp warrants are'discounted by the 
holders, and there is a little matter in 
process of investigation which will likely 
produce interesting results. 
The supervisors are in possession of a 


letter from an anonymous correspond- 
ent in Oregon, Betting forth tbat recently 
a large number of coyote scalps have 
been collected in that state, where they 
are valueless, for shipment to the coun- 
ties of the San Joaquin valley in Cali- 
fornia. As an entire coyote ecalp ia not 
larger than a man's hand and wnighfl 
only two ounces, it ia evident that a 
shipment of scalps would be almost 
worth its weight in gold. In other 
words, there may be a ecalp trust in 
Oregon, with California as the distribut- 
ing point. 
As the law elands, tbe affidavit of the 


applicant ia the only security, and the 
obvious alternative is tbe prompt re- 
peal of the law. It will be recalled that 
a little more than a year ago there waa 
a great scandal arising out of tho dis- 
covery that men in the fioulhern conn- 
ties were actually raising coyotes for the 
sake of the bounties on their scalps.
